The  college  curriculum  continu6]»' to 
grow  broader.  New  courses  of  Interest 
and  slgniticance  are  being  planned  for 
the  winter  quarter.  The  administra¬ 
tion  is  making  a  special  effort  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  seniors.  Courses 
wanted  by  a  sufficient  number  of  stu¬ 
dents  will  be  Introduced  if  possible 
and  Justifiable. 

Courses  of  significance  that  have 
never  been  offered  in  this  institution 
before  as  reported  by  the  different  de¬ 
partments  at  the  present  time  are: 
Latin  10a,  for  students,,  who  are  ad¬ 
vanced  in  their  College  course  but 
who  have  not  had  an  Opportunity  to 
take  beginning  Latin  in  high  school, 
providing  such  students  warrant  the 
belief  that  they  can  carry  the  work 
creditably.  ^ 

The  Renaissance  and  the  Protestant 
Revolt,  History  102,  should  appeal  to 
student  of  ilterathre  as  well  as  to  stu¬ 
dents  of  history.  Its  peculiar  interest 
lies  in  the  fact  that  it  introduces  a 
new  age.  It  deals  with  the  founda¬ 
tion  of  modern  society. 

School  Publicity  and,  Finance,  Edu¬ 


cation  l80,  is  designed  4o  meet  Super¬ 
intendent  Lee’s  require^nt  of  9  hours 
in  administration  and  supervision  for 
high  school  Buperinteirdents  and  prin¬ 
ciples.  _ 

American  Literature  130,  covering 
the  colonial  and  early  national  period, 
will  be  open  to  students  who  hhve  had 
English  11  and  16  or  English  6-  or  63. 

The  physical  education  department 
offers  clogs  and  Jigs  72c,  introduction 
to  dancing  81c,  girl  scout  movement 
118i  and  corrective  gymnastics  102. 

Radio  Activity  and  Electric  Theory 
141,  will  be  open  to  students  who 
Ijiare  had  physics  or  chemistry. 

' ' '^he  administration  emphasizes  the 
following  qonrseaftH*  the  careful  atten¬ 
tion  of  ;otudents  majoring  or  rainor- 
tncf'  in.  the  different  departments. 

English  102,  dealing  with  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  English  language,  is  es¬ 
pecially  for  seniors  majoring  in  Eng¬ 
lish  and  will  probably  not  be  given 
again  this  year.  , 

History  of  French  literature  will  be 
given.  This  course  is  usually  given 
only  during  the  summer. 

Intermediate  Methods,  education  26, 
may  be  chosen  to  meet  one  of  the  re¬ 
quirements  on  a  60  hour  diploma.  Pri¬ 
mary  Methods,  education  25,  is  anoth¬ 
er  course  which  may  be  chosen  on  a 
.60  hour  diploma. 

Primary  Curriculum,  education  95, 
should  be  given  special  attention  by 
those  specializing  in  primary  work.  It 
will  not,  be  offered  again  until  the  sum¬ 
mer  quarter.  .  , 

Investments,  61  together  with  Math 
ematics  16,  is  offered  for  students  in 
commerce.  '  It  deals  with  such  sub¬ 
jects  as  annuities,  bonds,  payment  of 
debts  l)y  periodic  installment  and 
such  related  subjects. 

.  College  Arithmetiq  15,  is  a  study  of 
the  fundamental  principles  of  Arabic 
notation,  the  fundamental  operations 
of  arithmetic;  a  computation  biy  means 
of  logarithms,  and  the  use  of  other 
mathematical  tables. 

Household  Management  170,  cloth 
ing  130a,  clothing  13  and  Foods  71b  are 
required  on  a  Smith  Hughes  Certifl 
cate;  Nutrition  110b  is  not  required. 

Psychology  11,  and.  Introduction  to 
Teaching,  are  two  require^  freshman 
.  subjects.  The  first  subject  is  a  pre¬ 
requisite  for  work  in  education. 

:  Any  one  who  wishes  to  do  practice 
teaching  in  the  first  to  the  fourth  B 
grades  may  confer  with  Miss  Paxton 
,  Any  etudent  wishing  to  do  practice 
teaching  in  high  school  should  con

Monday,  November  17, 
is  Constitution  Bay,  Tuesday,  Novem¬ 
ber  18,  is  Patriotism  Day,  Wednesday, 
November  19,  is  School  and  Teacher 
Day,  Thursday,  November  20,  is  Illit¬ 
eracy  Day,  Friday,  November  21,  is 
Physical  Education  Day,  Saturday, 
November  22  is  Community  Day.s 


The  proposed  now  constitution, 
which  has  been  in  the  process  of  fram¬ 
ing  tor  the  past  twvtfweeks  was  car¬ 
ried  into  the  StuiVjnt  Council  last 
Thursday  when  Uie  .Tody  mot  a't  Resi¬ 
dence  Hall  in  the  regular  bi-monthly 
session,.  'Tho  Constitution  Committee 
reported  to  the  Council  'tlj,at  w;ork  on 
tho  proposed  new  doburii^nt  had  gone 
ills  U;i’  as  possibie,  ,ytyl- copies  of  .the 
constitution,  were  delivered  to  the 
members  of  tho  Council,  '  ■  ' 

Tho  next  move  in  the  process  of  se- 
Kiurlng  a  constitution  will  bo’ a  joint 
meeting  of  Council  nnd  Student  Wel¬ 
fare  Committee  of  tho  faculty  for  tho 
purpose  of  discussing  any  changes  or 
corrections  that  may  appear  necessary 
to  either  group.  When  the  finished 
product  is  produced  {bo  Council  will 
accept  or  decline  tho'proposal  in  their 
regular  meeting,  Thursday,  Novein-* 
her  20.  . 

In  case  the  constitution  suggested 
by  tho  committee  is  accepted,  it  will 
be  referred  to  tho  student  body,  and 
will  not  take  effect  until  it  has  re¬ 
ceived  a  two-thirds  majority  vote. 

The  new  constitution  as  it  now 
stands,  is  a  reproduction  of  tho  Con¬ 
stitution  of  tho  United  States.  'J'ho 
Federal  Constitution  was  transcribed' 
to  tit  tho  needs  of  the  school,  as  far 
as  was  possible. 

It  forever  abolishes  the  question  of 
who  shall  bo  represented  on  tho  Coun¬ 
cil  by  limiting  that  body  to  eleven 
ropi’osontatives;  two  elected  from 
each  of  tlio  four  cldsses  and  three  rep¬ 
resentatives  at  largo  elected  from  the 
student  body. 

The  now  document  creates  tho  three 
dopartnionls  of  govenimont;  loglslat- 
Ivo,  executive,  nnd  judicially.  All  log- 
Isla.tive  powers  are  vested  in  tho  Stu¬ 
dent  Council;  all  executive  powers 
are  vested  la  tho  student  president 
-  (Conlinuod  on  Pago  2.)

Two  general 
sessions  will  he  held  Friday  morning 
and  Saturday  afternoon  wliile  Friday 
morning  and  Friday  afternoon  nnd 
Saturday  morning  and  Saturday  after¬ 
noon  will  he  devoted  to  special  coif\| 
ferences..  Thursday  the  Board  of  Di¬ 
rectors  will  meet  to  pass  upon  prob¬ 
lems  more  important  than  any  they 
have  as  ypt  taken  up. 

A  “progressive”  dinner  and  a  free 
automobile  drive  are  two  attractive 
features  of  . tho  meeting. 

At  the  general  session  Friday,  Fred 
Scott,  of  the  University  of  Michigan, 
and  Miss  E.  E.  Downing  of  the  Michi¬ 
gan  State  Normal  School  at  Ypsilanti 
will  speak  on  the  improvement  of  Eng¬ 
lish,- and  the  relation  of  English  teach¬ 
ers  to  World  Peace. 

At  the  joint  session  of  the  National 
Council  and  tho  St.  Louis  Council  Sat¬ 
urday,  John  Farrar,  editor  of  the 
Bookman  will  deliver  an  address  on 
‘  ‘Mon  and  Books.” 

The  meetings  on  Friday  afternoon 
will  be  divided  into  a  high  school, 
college,  and  normal  school  section. 
Mr.  Robert  itamsey  of  the  University 
of  Missouri,  is  one  of  the  speakers'  for 
the  college  group. 

The  group  meetings  on  Saturday  will 
substitute  an  elementary  and  junior 
high  school  section  for  the  normal 
school  group.  This  new  section  will 
bo  addressed  by  Dr.  R.  T.  Lyman,  of 
the  University  of  Chicago.  Ills  sub¬ 
ject  will  he  “Reading  and  Literature 
in  the  Junior  High  School.  Professor 
Edwin  Greenlaw,  of  the  University  of 
North  Carolina,  will  speak  to  tho  col- 
logo  teachers  on  the  adjustment  of 
English  courses  to  the  needs  of  the 
students. 

■  The  National  Council  of  Teachers 
of  Englisli  is  affiliated  with  the  N.  E. 
A.  which  lias  ill  a  dozen  years,  increas¬ 
ed  the  number  of  its  members  from 
5,000  to  140,000  and  is  able  to  support 
a  large  corps  of  field  workers  and  in¬ 
vestigators'.  'riio  council  is  controlled 
by  the  teacliing  body  through  dele¬ 
gates  sent  by  local '  associations.

Accuracy,  instead  of  length,  will  ho 
the  basis  of  the  decision.  The  judges 
will  be  three  competent  disinterested 
persons.

'  The  Stroller  used  to  get  in  awfiil 
bad  with  Miss  Winn.  Dean  Colbert 
used  to  hold  'hime  over  in  mathe¬ 
matics.  He  never  could,  decide  wheth¬ 
er  to  go  off  and  never  find  out  wheth¬ 
er  two  parallel -lines  could  .  meet  or 
whether  to  slink  into  Mjss  Winn’s 
class,  after  ,thie  first  five  pages  had 
.  been  discussed.  The  Stroller  told  me 
he  thought  Dean  Colbert' thought  B.  S.

-Celllnll  So  well  did  he  do  it 
that  when  he  had  finished,  the  men 
crowded  about  Wilde,  inquiring,  ‘  ‘Why 
didn’t  that  guy  come  instead  of  you?” 
Wilde  explained  he  had  been  dead 


several  hundred  years.  One;  more 
thoughtful  than  the  others,  then  ask¬ 
ed,  "Who  shot  him?” 

“Well,  who  did?”  the  Stroller's  wife 
asked  him  when  ho  was  the  only  lis¬ 
tener  who  laughed.  ' 

Well,'  times  have  changed.  1  under¬ 
stand  Hebe  is  gone,  and  how  there  is 
no  place  for  the  loyers  to  hide.  Well, 
she  didn’t  do  me  much  good  ahy'way. 

I  got  to,.close  pretty  soon  as  I  got  to 
finish  "Alibi  Ike.’’
